Life on 
farms of this type has deen nothing 
short of tragedy for the unfortunete 
owners, and every year numbers of 
such holdings are sold for taxes. It 
is suggested that these farms be 
bought up by the county, and, with 
the co-operation of the Omuris 
Forestry branch, replanted to trees 
and in this way be made a valuabie 
asect to the community. The forestry 
branch undertakes to plant out and 
supervise any euch municipal :infer- 
takings for thirty years. At the end 
of this period the.timber may he 
sold by the county, the Forestry 
branch to be repaid for its outlay in 
planting and maintenance, without 
interest. If the trees should be burn- 
ed the county will stiil hold the land 
and will not be out any money in ex- 
penditure.
